There are two very similar bindings, the one reproduced in Gottlieb, 
Bucheinbande in der K. K. Hofbibliothek Wien (plate 408), the other was sold in the Holford Sale, 

_ part IT, lot 328. The book itself has initials throughout supplied in gold outlined in red, anchor device 
at beginning and end and painted in 2 shades of blue, some small spots on several of the first 15 leaves. 
A representative specimen of Grolier’s bindings, in a very fair state of preservation, apart from a few 
very skilfully executed slight repairs.

A particularly fine specimen of the Work of Magnus of Amsterdam, very similar in decoration to 
the famous binding of the Virgil executed by him for the Dauphin, son of Louis XIV, and reproduced 
in colour by Willems in “‘Les Elzevir.”’ The binding is also especially distinguished by its exquisitely 
decorated edges as they only appear on Magnus’ masterpieces.

This is Napoleon’s own copy of the work published in his honour, and comes from his private library, 

the only one of his collections which survived and which was discovered by me in 1929 and exhibited 

at.the Berlin State Library in 1931 (the copy is described in the catalogue of the exhibition under no. 

113); an wumportant part of this library was afterwards transferred to the Musée Malmaison where it 
now fills the beautiful library built by Percier and Fontaine, which had long stood almost empty. 


The editor of the ‘Couronne poétique”’ also intended to publish a companion volume in honour of 
Empress Foséphine, and to this end he printed a notice on p. viii of the present work requesting would-be 
contributors to send in their poems as soon as possible. In the meanwhile Napoléon divorced Foséphine 
and the project was abandoned. In this copy a slip of paper has been discreetly pasted over the said 
notice.

A unique set of twelve enchanting volumes, uniformly bound, from the private library of Empress 
Marie-Louise, bearing her full arms twice repeated on the covers of each volume, in an incomparably 
fine state of preservation. 


Volumes bearing the imperial arms of Marie-Louise are much rarer than those of Napoléon I, as 
she was Empress of France only for four years (1810-1814). In addition to this, the larger part of 
the volumes with her full arms, contained in her private library which was discovered in: 1929, waf 
transferred to Malmaison, together with the books from Napoléon’s library and that of the King os 
Rome. If single volumes bearing the full arms of the Empress have become extremely rare, extensive 
sets of volumes decorated with them are scarcely likely to come into the market again. 


As the work was especially intended for the use of young readers, the Empress might have acquired 
it for her infant son, the unhappy King of Rome, later Duke of Reichstadt. The copy is probably 
also unique on account of its double set of plates in two states, very attractively printed in colours, 
heightened by hand, and in plain. There are only 99 plates, although the title indicates 100, but it 
seems doubtful whether the tooth was published.

There are only about 25 volumes which bear this type of cypher (see sale catalogue, Sotheby, July and 
December, 1943); it is much taller than that later employed. — Beautiful specimen.

An imposing copy of the work, of which only 200 copies were printed, sumptuously bound, decorated 
with delightful broad dentelle borders very probably the work of Pierre Vente 1722-1793, “‘Relieur des 
Menus-Plaisirs du Roi,’’ whose bindings are distinguished by their elegance of execution and their borders. 


Vente enjoyed the patronage of personalities in high position and himself occupied a somewhat unusual 
position among his fellow-craftsmen (See Thoinan, Les Relieurs frangais, pp. 401-403). He is also 
known to have bound for Madame Dubarry (see Quentin-Bauchart, Les femmes bibliophiles de France, 
IT, 190). A binding from her library which was certainly executed by Vente, has the same lattice-work 
tool as we find used on our binding (cf. Miss Willmott’s Sale Catalogue, Sotheby, 1935). See also 
French Signed Bindings in the Mortimer L. Schiff Collection, I, 19-21.

Most of the volumes are offered at especially favourable-prices, 
often differing greatly from their published prices, in many cases 
less than cost of binding. 

Unless otherwise remarked, the volumes in this catalogue are 
particularly well bound, even the simpler bindings being of marked 
artistié merit and ine asperfect staitexof preservation, <Generalhy 
speaking therefore no reference is made to condition. 

In addition to the books described, I possess a collection of 
handbooks on the technical and practical aspects of the book- 
binder’s art.

The colleétion was specially rich in beautiful bindings from the libraries of King Henry VII, Henry 
VIII, Edward VI, Queen Elizabeth, Charles I and I, Henry II of France and Diane de Poitiers, 
Grolier, Wotton, Thomas Maioli, Archbishop Parker, Card. de Richelieu and many others, a great 
part of these bindings being elaborately reproduced on the 25 coloured plates.

The work itself is complete in 30 volumes. Volume 30 contains the extensive Indices. 

The cost of the fine binding of this copy was much higher than the price set here upon the whole work.

NAPOLEON AND HIS BOOKS. 


Although Napoleon was one of the greatest book-colle¢tors of all time, until 
1929 no library left by him was known. After his fall, the many libraries that this 
great reader and book-collector had possessed in his various palaces were scattered 
to the winds by the governments that succeeded him, the books at Malmaison that 
belonged to Napoleon and to his consort, Josephine, having been dispersed by sale 
as late as 1829. I had the good fortune to discover the library of Napoleon, his 
consort, Marie Louise and the King of Rome. I may say that this library was one 
of the most sumptuously bound that ever came up for sale. It was not possible 
to preserve it in its entirety, but I succeeded in disposing of an important bulk to an 
English couple, Mr. and Mrs. John Jaffé, living at Nice, who desired to present this: 
part to the French nation for Malmaison in celebration of their diamond wedding- 
day. In consequence, the formerly empty shelves are now filled with these most 
wonderful books. A few specially important volumes are exhibited in Napoléon’s 
council-chamber. .

An excellently preserved example of this early means of instruction in first steps to reading and writing, 
very probably the oldest single-page primer known to us and the earliest forerunner of the horn-book. 
In England the earliest example of a horn-book known is of about 1580 (A.. W. Tuer, History of the 
Horn-Book). There are no 15th cent. single-page primers in existence. O. Clemen has proved that 
the arrangement of the text is to be attributed to Petrus Platearus, a schoolmaster of Kwickau in Saxony. 
The nature of the border has enabled the printer of the leaflet to be traced. The Primer consists of 3 
alphabets in Latin and Gothic letters, the vowels, diphthongs, consonants, a tabula syllabarum and 
the paternoster. 

Such single leaflets are still more exposed to wear and tear than actual schoolbooks, and it is only 
by some happy accident that any have been preserved, as in this case, where a few specimens were found 
in a record-office.

Beautiful copy of one of the earliest picture books of student-life, to which it was not possible to trace 
any bibliographical reference. The fine engravings represent scenes of daily life of the students in the 
gay Rhenish town of Cologne with moralising allegorical illustrations. Fine impressions with plate- 
mark and very broad margins. 

Among the many interesting plates is one depitting the ““Depositio,” one of the earliest 
representations of this often rude reception of newcomers to the University; this illustration differs much 
Srom the first known, given in Fohannes Dinckel’s De origine, causis, typo et ceremoniis illius ritus, qui 
vulgo in scholis Depositio appellatur, Erphordiae, 1578. (See: Blades, Depositio Cornuti Typo- 
graphict, p. 58; Schade, Ueber Fringlingswethen, in: Weimarer Jahrbuch, vol. VI, 1857; Zarncke 
Die deutschen Universitdten im Mitielalter). 

Bussemacher worked from 1580 to 1613. A curious faét is that he spelt his name in many different 
ways. According to Merlo—Firmenich Richartz—Kreussen, KOlnische Kiinstler, his name occurred in 
one single book in 28 different spellings. 

Neither Nagler, Merlo, Thieme-Becker,, Weigel, etc. mention the work, nor any of the important 
works on the early history of student-life. 

The plates are not numbered; they were certainly sold separately and may often have been inserted 
in alba amicorum according to the custom of the time. It is therefore not unlikely that no other copy of 
the complete set of 25 engravings has survived.

His poetry is distinguished by its intrinsic pious simplicity of thought and expression, 
free of the pompous pathos of many of his contemporaries. Nearly all his poems (with a few printed 
exceptions) were calligraphically engraved and adorned with biblical representations by 7. v. d. Heyden 
and F. E. Wagner.

A fascinating MS. of highest importance, probably the most extensive Hofmannsthal MS. ever 


__. offered for sale, as nearly all of the larger MSS. are among his private papers. 


The ‘Woman without a Shadow’ is undoubtedly one of Hofmannsthal’s most important works. 
He first thought of using the subject for a libretto, for which Richard Strauss wrote the music. 

But from 1914 on Hofmannsthal felt urged to compose a prose version of the drama in the form of a 
narrative, so as to shape the fantastic mythological plot more independently than the stage would allow. 
The execution of so delicate a subjeét, both as drama and story, proved to be extremely difficult, and neither 
was definitely completed until the year 1918. Although analogous as regards their major features, 
the dramatic and prose versions differ so widely in detail and execution that they can almost be described 
as different works. The above autogr. MS. comprises the 5th, 6th and the beginning of the 7th and 
final chapter. The 5th and 6th chapters are represented by unprinted versions which in parts deviate 
so considerably from the final text that they almost provide a new and different story. Although not the 
complete MS. of the whole story, it can be described as complete in itself. Hofmannsthal changed 
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the plot again and again, without destroying the previous versions, in order to be able possibly to use the 

discarded material at other points. The 6th chapter, especially, contains numerous different readings 

of single, or a few corrected pages, as well as of the whole concluding portion. 

It\is mainly through the operatic version that the “Woman without a Shadow,’ united with Richard 
Strauss’ music, has achieved world-wide fame. The above MS. contains numerous autogr. drafts 
and sketches in prose and verse for the plot and the text of the opera. 

This MS. with its cancelled versions is of so much intrinsic literary interest that it would fully deserve 
a critical edition. .

In his letter he is 
pleased to hear that his co-adherents in Dresden do not seem to be affected by Beuchling’s fall. He then 
speaks of the foundation of a religious peace-synod (collegium irenicum) in Berlin soon after his departure. 
He was a keen supporter of a union between the Catholic and Protestant Churches, but afterwards passed 
sharp official criticism upon it.

A unique correspondence of autograph letters by one of the most eminent personalities of the ancient 
regime, of highest historical importance. The influence of Malesherbes on his time can hardly be 
exaggerated; he was one of the most beloved and celebrated men of his time. He belonged to the three 
great Académies, an honour shared only by Fontenelle among the men of letters. His father, G. de 
Lamoignon, Chancelier of the Parliament of Paris, transferred to him his funétion of controlling the 
press, and Malesherbes used his power in the cause.of progress and enlightenment so attwely that Grimm 
states that without Malesherbes’ assistance the Encyclopédie would probably never have been published. 
Voltaire wrote: ‘‘M. de Malesherbes n’avait pas laissé de rendre service a I’ ésprint humain en donnan- 
a la presse plus de liberté qu'elle n’en a jamais eu.” 


Maupeou’s legal reforms, however, provoked him to strongest resistance, and he was banished.to his 
country-seat (1771). It is this period from his retirement to his recall by Louis XVI, which is covered 
by this correspondence. These partly very extensive, closely written letters (in some cases containing 
5, 8, or 11 pages) are the mirror of his attivities during this time, his influence and his political ideas. 
He again-and again expounds to Bellanger the reasons for his dismissal, his principles and plans. The 
correspondence concludes in August,.1'774, shortly before Louis XVI recalled him, a return which turned 
into a triumph: “il était alors l’amour et les délices de la nation.” He was called upon to defend 
Louis XVI before the Convention, and was himself guillotined, together with all his family, in 1794: 
“Tl marcha a la mort avec une sérenité qui peut étre comparée comparée a celle de Socrate”’ (Hofer, 
Biogr. Univers.). .

COMPATRIOT OF CASANOVA.

This delightful, entirely unknown. and unpublished diary of the adventurous life of a Neapolitan 
nobleman may be worthily set by the side of the famous Memoirs of the Chevalier de Seingalt. Its 
pages abound in colourful incident — a constant procession of the illustrious: kings, princes and princesses, 
marquesses and counts, generals and officers, ladies of nobility at once beautiful, amiable and witty; 
then innumerable love affairs and wild intrigues, wars, duels, poison, highwaymen, debts and women 
again and again. wy | 

Though the diary has much in common with Casanova’s memoirs, it can claim greater authenticity, 
as most. of it was written from day to day, so that there is less of self-complacent exaggeration and far 
more restraint and genuine feeling. The end of the diary does not lack tragedy, as it leaves the Count 
penniless and without much hope. 


The MS. contains an abundance of corrections and cancellations; catch-w:rds and dates are often 
on the margins of the pages, names of persons very often abbreviated and cancelled, but later on written 
in full. This involuntary indiscretion reveals not only the names of many interesting personalities, bui 
also that of the writer himself who very carefully puts only his initials when mentioning his own name, 
but gives himself away in copies of three letters by Frederick the Great directed to him personally. There 
are copies of many love-letters and:other letters received and written by the Count. Although his French 
does not always correspond to that of the Académie, it is always vivid and expressive, and his manner of 
narration often brilliant. ; ; 


The first of the nine copy-books contains the memoirs of the Count’s early youth from the age of nine, 
when he entered the army at Naples, to the age of seventeen, the time of his father’s death (who was 
colonel and commander of Gaieta). He made an early and romantic marriage, but his wife died and 
he soon embarked upon new adventures. The next phase of his life took him to the South of Germany 

- where he travelled from town to town in the company of his second wife, Nanette, a German, penniless 
and constantly expecting money from her father. In‘the end he left her and entering the Prussian army, 
took part in the campaign of 1778 against Austria: “He soon became a protegé of the young Duke 
Leopold of Brunswick, but:his ‘monetary ‘troubles were endless. Nevertheless, ‘he was fortunate enough 
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to find again and again friends of both sexes who provided him with money, and his adventures never 
ceased. , 


In the beginning of the year 1783 he writes: ‘‘ Moi, assis entre tous les militaires, noblesse, francmagons, 
& a present me voila sans argent, sans pouvoir faire des dettes, et sans amis. Personne parle plus 
de moi que pour me rendre plus malheureux, et sans V'esperance du bonheur, j’entre avec regret dans une 
autre année des peines.” 


This exceedingly interesting diary, so charaéteristic of 18th century habits and morals and so full 
of its spirit, would be extremely deserving of publication either as a whole or in extraéts.' Although 
any number of diaries and memoirs of this time published and unpublished are in existence, we think 
there are very few which attain the level of this one.

The MS. was given by Mozart’s widow to the Bavarian administrative official Sattler at Altdorf in 
acknowledgment of his help in a certain lawsuit which is discussed at length in her letter. A fine and 
charaéteristic Mozart autograph which is the more attractive as it is accompanied by Constanze’s long 
dedicatory letter.

Dramatic correspondence, revealing the poet’s distressing pecuniary troubles; the last 3 letters were 
written 3 years after the preceding ones. They cover a period of only 5, days of severe economic crisis 
in which Rilke sought and finally found help at the “Concordia,” to which he had ceased to belong 3 
years before for economic reasons explained in his letters of O&. 27th and Nov. 2nd, 1899. . On Fan. 23, 
1902, Rilke, faced by urgent need, sent a cry for help to the Vienna “Schriftsteller-Verband”’: ‘You 
know that I have made a little home for myself, in the country, a dear wife, a little daughter, — peace — 
a burden of labour; but now, just at this point — an unhappy chance would have it that a regular 
allowance from home . . has ceased, and I am forced to earn the bare necessities of life for myself and my 
Samily — somehow or other...’ He begged “Concordia”? for a loan “ repayment at an uncertain 
Suture date.” Only two days later he received the confidential news that the society had granted him an 
“‘Author’s stipendium,” and he at once wrote a letter of thanks to Teweles (Fanuary 25th). On January 
27th he finally received the official confirmation and expressed his gratitude in another letter: “Though 
my way may be a lonely one, it has never led me far from the sphere of all that my home people treasure 
and no shadow has intruded between me and those who accompanied my first steps with understanding 
and encouragement: as a symbol of this I gratefully accept this welcome assistance, and as a JSoundation 
stone of the peaceful and industrious future, which I am earnestly striving to build up, by means of hard 
work, day by day...” This correspondence represents a unique document of Rilke’s life, not only a 
treasure for the colleétor, but also for all students of Rilke literature.

Fai trouvé —a propos d’épreuves — un tas de 
vieilles planches & j’en fait quelques nouvelles... A propos: dis bien aux membres de la Nouvelle 
Société de Vart libre qu’ils ont raison de lutter & de recommancer quand méme!! Il ne faut pas 
lacher pied et ne pas se décourager surtout! Fe leur envoie tous mes voeur de réussite...°? — With 
lively gossip about mutual friends. 

The engraving is the second state of Mascha 510, Ramiro 48 and 492.

Very fine letter, regarding Schiller’s famous essay ‘‘Die Schaubtihne als eine dramatische Anstalt 

betrachtet,” which for the first time was read as a paper at the Deutsche Gesellschaft at Mannheim, 

but did not meet with the approval of many members of the society. Schiller’s letter is written a few 

days after this event to Schwan (“‘L\ieber] S{chwan]’’) to whom the MS. of the paper had been sent by 

mistake with other papers which were apparently intended for print. Schiller writes to the publisher 

to prevent his essay being printed, explaining at length the reasons why he does not want to publish it at 

present, and mentioning his plans for a “‘ Fournal der Gesellschaft”? and a ‘‘ Mannheimer Dramaturgie.” 
Lengthy and revealing letter by the youthful Schiller.

Extremely rare. A very important extensive account of the first phase of Tavernier’s last voyage to 

the Orient (1664-1668), addressed to a patron of his in Paris, containing precise details of the political 

and military situation in the Turkish Empire which was then at war with the German Empire and 
Venice: ‘‘Leurs (des Turcs) affaires vont mal avec ’Empereur car ils ne sont pas si insolents que de 
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coutume. Tous les jours le grand Vizier envoye courier sur courier au grand Seigneur qui est a Adrianople 
pour avoir des troupes et voudroit quil vint luy-mesme a Belgrade enfin de tenir en bride les soldats qui 
tous les jours se debaute. On doute fort sil se pourra resoudre & ce voyage car il na point dargent.... il 
faut quil trouve 9 & 10 millions devant que de sortir d’ Adrianople car cest.la coutume que quand le grand 
Seigneur sorte dune ville ov ily a un siege Imperial pour aller den dans une il ni en a point il dott payer 
devant que de partir & chaque cavalier cing mil Aspris ... et pour son honneur il ne peut aller trouver son 
grand Vezier quil naye pour le moins 70 4 80 mil hommes... 4a eon / miss 

He then speaks of the Usbecs, the children of the Greeks who are carried off into the Serails, the 
movements of the Venetian army and navy, etc. etc. Beautifully, almost calligraphically written letter.

He tries to persuade the 
lady that the task of singing in 20 concerts in the course of a month is. less strenuous than to sing in 
10 full length operas, and tempts her with the assurance of a high salary and the promise to defray her 
dress expenses. .
